All three of the bombs, according to 
‘arrell, were manufactured in his own 
basement room trom the same stock of 
nitro - glycerine purchased eighte2n 
months ago in a drug store near the vor- 
ner of Third Avenue and Fourteenth 
Street. He refused to give the exact ad- 
dress of the,drug store. The bomb sent 
to Judge Rosalsky was the most compli- 
cated of the three, he said, while *hat 
placed negr the door of the Herrera flat} 
was the simplest. Both the bomb sent to} 
Judge Rosalsky and the bomb sent to 
lielen Taylor were attached to electric 
batterics, upon which they depended for 
a spark to ignite the nitro-glycerine, while 
the bomb made for the Herreras was ar- 
ranged so that a percussion cap, such as 
boys use in toy pistols, would explode it.

Portions of the bomb sent | 
to Judge Rosalsky and of the bomb sent | 
to Helen Taylor were shown, and he} 
identified them both as manufactured by 
him. . 

At the conclusion of his conference with |

which he will have a hearing at 10 o’clock 
this morning in the Coroner’s office in the 
Bronx.

As this service in the in- 
sane asylum occurred fifteen years ays, 
and Farrell was afterward discharged 
as sane, it is the opinion of Assistant 
District Attorney Wasservogel taat he 
can suecessfully prosecute «a charge of} 
homic:de against Farrell.

Seven shares of stock ‘of the Standard 
Oil Company were offered to Magistrate 
Corrigan for bail last night in the Men’s 
Night Court by wteonara Bolpe, a beot- 
black of 154 Mott Street, who. has a stand 
in the Standard Oil Company’s building 
at 26 Broadway. 

The stock was offered as security for 
the appearance in court of Gaetano Bo- 
coma, who had been held on a charge of 
petty larceny by Magistrate Appleton in 
the Tombs Court. Bail was fixed at 
$500. Bolpe first offered an equity of 
$1,500 in property at Stapleton as secur- 
ity. Magistrate Corrigan seemed doubt- 
ful about accepting it, and then Bolpe of- 
fered the Oil Company stock, saying:

‘MAN HIGHER UP’ GOT 
HALF POLICE GRAFT 


Fox Tells Whitman He Collected 
$1,500 a Month for Capt. 
Walsh on a 109, Basis. 


NAMES OTHER COLLECTORS 


Memory Poor Until Threatened with 
Sentence, When He Reveals Inside 
Workings of the ‘“‘System.” 


For two hours yesterday morning Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman talked with Eu- 
gene Fox, the policeman who pleaded 
guilty to bribery on Monday, and agreed 
to assist the prosecution in striking the 
trail of big grafters in the Police De- 
partment. Fox appeared at the Criminal 
Court Building with his counsel, Louis 
J. Grant, and Mr. Whitman at once be- 
san probing the depths of his knowledge. 

It was a troublesome proceeding. Fox | 
was shifty and guarded in his replies, and 
seemed to have forgotten many things 
within twenty-four hours. On Monday his 
memory was keen, but yesterday it was 
dull. Mr. Grant thought Fox would do 
better if he were left alone with Mr. 
Whitman, and so he went away. 

Then the District Attorney attacked Fox 
as hard as he could. At the outset he 
warned Fox that he stood within the 
shadow of a State prison, and that if it 
was found that he had been lying when 
ne said he could furnish valuable infor- 
mation that fact would be told to Justice 
Goff, before whom Fox would be ar- 
raigned without delay and his sentence 
moved. 

This frightened Fox so badly that he 
began to tell all about his career as a 
graft collector for the police. He dwelt 
too long on trivial details, and more 
than once Mr. Whitman caught him in 
contradictions. When Fox said he could 
tell no more, Mr. Whitman accused him 
of lying when he said he had not shared 
in the graft he had collected. Then 
Fox admitted that he had lied, and that 
he had received 10 per cent. of the money 
collected for his commanding officer. 

Under the questioning of Mr. Whit- 
man, the policeman told those parts of 
his story that he could clearly remember. 
Those things that had been blurred in 
his mind by the lapse of several years he 
promised to recall if he could. He had 
small difficulty in remembering the names 
of hotels, of apartment houses, and of sa- 
loons where graft had been handed over 
to him, but he did not remember names 
of many of the persons who had paid 
the graft. He was then told that he must 
produce names, dates, and _ incidents. 
When he left Mr. Whitman’s office 
story was fairly complete. 
Mr. Whitman again to-day, when 
statement will be set down in the form of 


an affidavit for presentation to the ex- 
traordinary Grand Jury on Monday next. 


Says He Collected for Capt. Walsh. 

Fox began his story by saying that he 
was Sent to the East 126th Street Station 
about five years ago.

Subways to be Linked at 42d Street, 
Service Board Decides. 


The connection between the new Lexing- 
ton ‘Avenue Subway and the present Sub- 
way will be made at Forty-second Street.

ing diagonally from Lexington Avenue 
about Forty-third Street under the site of 
the old Children’s Hospital to Firty-first 
Street under the Grand Union Hotel.

500 strong at the Waldorf last evening 0 
rar at +t 
celebrate the tenth anniversary of fe 
founding of their organization and to con- 
gecrate anew their pledge of eternal 
friendship between the United States and 
the United Kingdom. 

Anglo-Americanism 
word of the evening and 
cameraderie inspired the 
Breaker. The Stars and 
Union Jack were woven 
decorations of the 
pickea out in electric lights upon 
were golden letters which spelled 
Across the Sea.” 

The first toast was to the President of 
the United States, and the second was to 
His Gracious Majesty, George V., Win 
England. Americans and 
rose to the toasts when they 
rosed by ex-Ambassador Choate, 
was a full chorus that sang first “* The 
Star Spangled Banner" and then ‘ Ged 
Save the King.’’ There were sreeftings 
from President Taft read aloud and there 
were cabled greetings from King George 
end from Queen Alexandria. 

It was an evening of international 
amity, and because of this, perhaps, it 
was impossible for any of the speakers 
wto spoke se-iously to keep away from 
the question of the latter-day interpreta- 
tion of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. It 
cropped up again and again through the 
evening, making its first appearance when 
Mr. Choate read the cablec greetings of 
Field Marshal Earl Roberts, President of 
the British Pilgrims. 

“One of the great fighters, gentlemen, 
said Mr. Choate, “and a man of war but 
he woulc look upon a war betweer his 
country and ours as one of the most 
barbarous, unnatural. unthinkable con- 
tests ever waged. The Pilgrims were 
foryned tc promote « erlasting peace be- 
tween his country and curs, and I. for 
one, “ave no “ear of a failure now i 
we approach the hundredth vear of the 
eace between us, or in any future time. 
We are unite” in sentiment, united in ob- 
jects. We might have fought a dozen 
times ir those last hundred years. but 
the peace has neen vreserved Ard what 
has preserved it? Good faith, gentlemen. 
“Our People Will Keep the Faith.” 

“Our present difficulty,” 
and the room grew stiller as he spoke, 
“our present difficulty is not half so se- 
rious as a half dozen differences that have 
preceded it. I .ee nothing in it that can- 
not be settled by an edherence to the 
mrinciples of good “ ith and honor. JT *-d 
Something to say avout that treaty--I 
will not say it is a bone of contention, for 
I have hear?’ no gnawing as yet—which 
has caused, let us this little differ- 
ence. 

“Jf ever two men deserved the 
tude of tneir respective nations, and each 
of the other’s nation, those men were 
John Hay and Lord Pauncefote, perfectly 
plain, straightforward men who believed 
that it s their part to say what they 
meant to mean what they said, and 
to express in perfectly clear English 
what was in their own minds. And, gen- 
tlemen. when they said that the ships of 
all nations should have free and equal 
pessage through the canal without any 
discrimination whatsoever. they meant 
just that They lived and “ted without 
ever once suspecting that their words 
were capahie of any other meaning that 
was borne on the face of them. But the 
eit of man passeth all understanding, 
and different meanings have been dis- 
covered now. Well, refer it to the Pil- 
erims. it is just a little puz after 
all, and the only question now is how to 
put it together. 

“The people will allow no Congress, 
Governmert, no Presidert. to 
good faith they heve pledged. There have 
been 100 vears of peace In a hundred 
years more the population o fthis Nation 
will have grown to 500,090,000, and the 
opulation ef England in_ proportion. 

ow wi!l they keep the peace? There is 
only one way. Let them keep good faith, 
these peoples. Let them keep their word. 
And I for one am not afraid.” 
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Unfair Treaties Should Be Torn Up. 

Ambassador Bryce did not 
Choate feared he had _ been 
much—but sent the First Secretary of 
the Embassy, Mr. Mitchell Innes, to rep- 
resent hiin. He too spoke of the “ little 
difficulty " of the tolls. 

“The i lations between nations,” 
he said, “ought, to be the relations be- 
tween two gentlemen. There is nothing 
in the world so foolish as a diplomatic 
victory.

WON’T CUT RATES TO CANADA. 


Austro-American Line Fears to Stim- 
ulate Emigration Artificlally. 
Special Cable to THR New York TmMeEs. 
VIENNA, Feb. 4.—The Austro-Amer- 
ican Shipping Company announces that 
it has decided not to cut passenger 
rates between Trieste and Canada lest 
it should artificially stimulate emigra- 
tion to the Dominion. he company’s 
rate will remain at 165 kronen ($33) for 
passage, although the Canadian Pacific 


rate has been reduced to 140 kronen, 
($28.)

TO SETTLE TRUST QUESTION. 


1913 Club Wants Federal Control and 
Voluntary Dissolution. 


A plan to lessen the powers of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission and tn- 
the of the United States 

Commerce Court, is a part the pro- 
gramme of the National Club, a 
trade organization, under leadership 
of S. J. Frank, a lawyer d07T- Fifth 
Avenue. The intentions of the organiza- 
tion, which already numbers in its mem- 
bership a large proportion the coun- 
try’s automobile manufacturers as well 
as all the members of the New York 
7 ® . 

Garage Association, nearly all the other 
garage owners in the city and representa- 
tives of other trades were explained last 
night. 

‘There are no fees connected with it, 
either in the form of membership, dues, 
contributions or other payment. Its basic 
purpose Was announced as the placing of 
all trades on a higher plane and an at- 
tempt to secure specific and accurate 
definitions of what was and what was 
not legal under the Shermar. anti-trust 
law, in view of the probability of the 
rigid enforcement of' that act under the 
coming Administration. 

It is the primary intention of the move- 
ment to cause legislation to be enacted 
to change the regulatory powers of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission to 
powers ot supervision. ‘‘ There should be 
a plan that will place this control,’’ says 
the pamphlet, ‘tin the hands of an im- 
proved Federal commercial judiciary, as 
an auxiliary to the Federal civil judic- 
iary."” The outline of the movement, writ- 
ten by Mr. Frank, then continues: 

Such a court should have exclusive juris- 
ditioon over the enforcement of inter-State 
commerce laws, and should settle all dis- 
puted questions of fact and equity, and 
adjust all misunderstandings between pro- 
ducers and consumers, shippers and common 
carriers, employers and employes, &c., by 
ineans of arbitration based on the compul- 
sory principle, when no question of legal 
right is involved. Should a legal question 
be involved the United Stat Commerce 
Court would have power to pass upon the 
facts, and determine a working basis pend- 
ing decision by the United States Civil 
Court.

with such a court. 

The effect of such registration Is to render 
both the corporation and its members, in- 
cluding employes, subject 40 the jurisdiction 
and protection of the Commerce Court, as 
to all matters pertaining to their general 
welfare. Under such a law corporations 
should be permitted to fix prices, rates, and 
wages, subject to review by the court, on 
the complaint of a petitioner as to any con- 
tention that prices or rates are excessive 
and wages low. 

A cornpulsory registration law should com- 
pel registered corporations to arbitrate every 
dispute affecting business interests, because 
it is of vital importance to good government 
that no such disputes should exist. On the 
other hand, the’ Commerce Court should 
have power to create a special board of 
arbitrators composed of experts in the par- 
ticular trade to which a dispute relates, 
equally divided over which a Chief Jus- 
tice and Associate Justices should preside. 
The plan calls for a voluntary dissolu- 
tion of all trade combinations, each trade 
to have a National exchange to exert the 
functions of a clearing house for that 
trade, and have the power to regulate the 
commerce of the industry under the su- 
pervision of the Commerce Court. 

It is the present plan to continue an edu- 
cational campaign and then call a Na- 
tional convention after March 4. 


SAYS GAYNOR SPOKE FALSELY 


And R. H. Montgomery of Methodist

Mayor Gaynor was criticised for his at-

The speakers included Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Frank Moss, William J. 
Burns, and W. A. Marble, Vice President 
of the Merchants’ Association. Mr. Moss 
said it was a pity a full report of the 
Grand Jury investigation into the rela- 
tion between crime and the police force 
was not given out. 

“TI know very well,’’ he said, ‘‘ that 
the average number of complaints of 
burglars made to the Police Department 
is 20,0000 a year. There are as many 
more complaints of larceny. The sad part 
of it is that the great majority of these 
crimes are committed by boys and young 
men. It is true also that the gangs, pests 
of neighborhoods, are not yet controlled 
by the police. Many of the policemen are 
afraid to deal with these gangsters se- 
verely, because they fear complaints will 
be made against them.” 

In some sections, he said, the gangsters 
laughed at the police. He had found one 
case where a policeman did not fire on a 
criminal who fired at him, because he 
didn't want to risk his job. 

Mr. Moss said the problem could not be 
solved by the conviction of a few.

The Egyptian féte given last night by 
Louis C. Tiffany in his studio at 845 
Madison Avenue was a social spectacle of 
| wonderful brilliancy, and in point of 
grandeur in costume art it eclipsed any 
fancy dress function ever presented in 

New York. 

“It was a historical pageant of the time 
c Cleopatra, and every costume worn 
both by the spectators and those who took 
jpart in the programme had fiyst been 
passed on by acknowledged authorities on 
art costumes. As a result the immense 
studio took on the real atmosphere of the 
ancient city of Alexandria. when the 
world and his wife assembled to pay 
homage to the great Cleopatra. Egyptians, 
Nomad tribes, Greeks, Syrians, Arabs, 
Persians, barbarians, and Romans all 
mingled in one amazing riot of color. 

It was 10 o’clock before the guests be- 
gan to arrive, and the Roman lictors, 
who policed the ancient city, and stun-|

gantic searab wings, together with veiled

j and they were detailed for the evening, 
for the studio contains wonderful treas. 
ures in art. 

The entire south end of the studio had 
been transformed into a panorama, repre- 
senting a wide terrace ovelooking the sea 
at Alexandria. The tops of palm arees 
and the masts of ships showed above the 
terrace walls, and steps lead down from 
the rear as well as from the front of the 
terrace ta_the floor of the room, where 
the several hundred guests were seated 
on rugs when the first bar of music by 
!eoncealed~ musicians from the Philhar- 
monic orchestra announced the beginning 
of the pageant. 

First came a water sprinkler with his 
sheepskin slung on his hip, then women 
bearing jugs on their heads, followed 
iby Egyptian soldiers and merchants, 
whose huge bales of merchandise were 
carried by porters on their backs. The 
imerchandise, including gold from the 
South, textiles from the East, rare glass 
and golden vessels from Syria, and costly 
rugs, were spread out upon the terrace 
steps. All this time fakirs were plying 
their tricks at the foot of the steps. 

The chief eunuch then appeared, fol- 
lowed by some priests. Then came four 
negroes, their bare backs and legs shining 
like ebony, bearing an empty palamquin 
of the Queen. The slave dealers now ap- 
peared with their fair slaves, who danced 
‘and sang for the benefit of the prospective 
purchasers. 

Presently the Queen was announced, 
and she appeared in her palanquin, pre- 
ceded by the eunuch, priests, and attend- 
ants. Beautiful children in quaint Egypt- 
ian costumes rompe -d before the palan- 
ea. scattering thousands of lotus flow- 

petals in her path. The entire assem- 
bly prostrated themselves as Cleopatra 
stepped from her palanquin. She bought 
lavishly from the merchants, and when 
Antony joined her they sat upon a crim- 
'son divan and were entertained by 
dancers. 

After the dancers had gone the guests 
were marshalled by the lictors in groups 
upon the stage, and each one in turn 
made their obeisance to Cleopatra. Then 
Antony, at the end of the pantomine, 
with the guests grouped according to na- 
tionality of costume, recited eons verses 
translated from Arrgi’s ‘‘ Nuits Egyp- 
tiennes.”’ 

Cleopatra was represented by Miss 
Hedwig Reicher and Pedro de Cordova 
was Antony. Ruth St. Denis — the 
‘girl dancer and lolaus the boy dancer. 
Mrs. Graham Lusk, Mrs. Gurden Ss. 
Parker, Mrs. Rodman Gilder, and Miss 
Dorothy Tiffany were the Queen’s at- 
Aendants, and the flower boys and girls 
included little Miss Dorothy and Fthel 
Stewart, and William and Sheldon Stew- 
art.

JOHN J. WALSH A MAGISTRATE 


Mayor in Appointing Him Says a, 


Few Things About Abuses. 

Mayor Gaynor yesterday appointed 
Third Deputy Police Commissioner John 
J. Walsh a City Magistrate to succeed 
the late Moses J. Harris of Brooklyn. 
The Mayor cautioned the new magi: 
trate about the needless issuing of war 
rants. This is his letter: 

' City of New York. 
Office of the Mayor. 
Feb. 4, 1915. 
Sir: appoint you a Magistrate to 
the late Magistrate Harris. You 
heretofore served as Magistrate to the 
satisfaction of the entire community, and 
you will now be one of the model Magis- 
trates again. You will help to carry out my 
purpose of elevating the bench of Magis- 
trates. You will help to carry out the policy 
of not locking up peuple for trivial offenses 
in advance of trial. 

Instead of warrants being 
persons of fair standinsy In_ the 
who are accused of minor offenses, the bet- 
ter course is to summon or notify them to 
appear. In that way they escape being 
taken by force and lockea@ up or bailed in 
udvance of trial. There are two Magistrates, 
one in Manhattan and the other in Brook- 
lyn, who persistently refuse to summon such 
persons, or notify them to appear. They 
even refuse to do so in the case of mere 
ordinance violations. Tney say that they 
find no statute for sending a Summons or 
message to a person accused, and that their 
duty is,to issue a warrant for their arrest. 

There does not-need to be any precise 
statute therefor. It has always been the 
custom of Magistrates from the beginning 
to send word to persons of fair reputation 
in the neighborhood who are accused of some 
minor thing to appear, instead of having 
them brought in by a warrant. In the 
country districts that is the practice. If 
any one accuses a decent man of some 
trifling offense word or letter is usually sent 
to him to come to court. If he does not 
come, then a warrant is issued for him. In 
the city it is convenient to have printed 
blanks for that purpose. 

Call them summonses or what you_ like, 
they are a mere messase from the Magis- 
trate to the accused person to appear. It 
is the same as though the Magistrate wrote 
a note I hope you will do all you can to 
enlarge the use of the notice or summons 
in such cases. The other course is hard and 
oppressive, and is good only for the pro- 
fessional bondsmen. Tho object of warrants 
and bail is to take into custody and keep 
within the jurisdiction persons who might 
run away.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Dull and a Little Lower 
—Europe Hoping for 
Peace. 








It was evident from the action of the 
European markets yesterday that they 
looked upon the news of the reopening | 
of battle around Adrianople as the fore-| 
runner of the early establishment of 
peace. Had they regarded it as the 
beginning of another long and serious | 
conflict capable of creating situations | 
which might destroy the harmony which | 
heretofore has prevailed among the great} 
powers in dealing with the Balkan situa- 
tion the market would undoubtedly have 
presented a very different aspect from 
that actually presented yesterday. They 
were calm and in some directions prices 
showed improvement. It was particular- 
ly significant that prices were firm in 
Berlin and in Paris, at both of which 
centres a great deal of sensitiveness has 
existed regarding any unfavorable turn 
in the European political situation, Our 
own market was governed principally 
by other considerations than those aris- 
ing from the reopening of the war im 
Southeastern Europe. It was natural 
that our market should accept the verdict 
of those of Europe and look with little 
concern upon a situation which closer 
observers evidently regard as far less 
threatening in fact than in appearance. 

Prices here as measured by the gener- 
al level of quotations yielded a little, 
but closed at some rally from the low 
point of the day. The most~pronounced 
movement among the active issues was 
in Southern Pacific, which declined 1% 
points on the news that the latest 
change in the plan for the separation of 
the Union Pacific from the Southern 
Pacific provided for the cash sale of alt 
the Southern Pacific stock now held by 
the Union Pacific. Those in active touch 
with the negotiations which have been 
carried on unremittingly for many weeks 
are expressing the belief that the plan 
as now about completed will in fact 
leave both the Union Pacific and South- 
ern Pacific in excellent position to con- 
tinue the upbuilding of their traffic and 
the expansion of their operations with- 
out either seriously interfering with the 
future of the other property. It is felt 
in other words, that each will have a 
field in which growth of earnings will 
be at its command in the future as they 
have been in the past. This point of 
view ran counter to the course of South- 
ern Pacific stock yesterday, in which 
chief emphasis seemed to be laid on the} 
nearer-by view that the Sale of all the 
stock in the Union Pacific treasury} 
meant a very large addition to the float- 
ing supply of Southern Pacific. But 
again it was pointed out that the forma- 
tion of underwriting syndicates was a 
prerequisite to the carrying out of the, 
plan to offer the Southern Pacific stock} 
to the shareholders of that company | 
and of the Union Pacific, and that the 
underwriting of the stock would offset, 
in large measure at least, the effect of 
the increase in the market supply of 
Southern Pacific stock.

The Directors of the American Can! 
Company met yesterday after the annual 
stockholders’ meeting and re-elected the 
old officérs. President F. S. Wheeler an-} 
nownceq afterward that no action had | 
been taken in any form in regard to pay- 
ing off the 32% per cent. arrears of; 
dividends on the preferred stock, a step 
which Wall Street had been led to ex-, 
pect by the recent great activity in Amer- 
ican Can shares. Mr. Wheeler said the} 
Directors would not act upon dividends 
until the regular meeting early in March. 

The company’s report of earnings in} 
1912, as disclosed at the stockholders’ 
meeting in Jersey City, showed net profits i 
of $6.535,046, in contrast with $2,916,339 | 
in the previous year. This amount, ‘ap- | 
Plicable to. the $41,233,300 preferred stock, | 
Was equivalent to 15.85 per cent. on the} 
shares, or, allowing for the payment of 
7 per cent. only on the preferred, the 
company’s balance was equal to nearly 9; 
per cent. on the common stock. 

The excellent display of earnings wasj 
made, the report showed, in the face of} 
a total sum spent for new construction 
work in the company’s plants of more 
than $11,000,000. In the previous year 
$8;$07,000 was expended in operations of 
expansion, and 1n 1910 $7,654,400. The de- 
preciation fund was increased by $983,- 
885, a figure $1,500,000 less than was re- 
served in the previous twelve months, 
but larger by $300,000 than the appro- 
priations for depreciation in 1910 and 
1909. 

The report placed the company’s assets 
at $98,465,061 including a valuation of

Contracts already made and 
other business in reasonable prospects jus- 
tify this expectation. The practice of pack- 
ing commodities in small containers repre- 
senting individual units of consumption is 
steauily increasing, and new articles are 
being added to the list. This feature, cou- 
pled with the steady growth of the coun- 
try, insures a reliable market for your 
company’s products. Competition is keen 
and .aggressive, but with vour company's 
plants well located geographically, well 
equipped with the most modern and efficient 
machinery known) (chiefly built in its own 
shops froni designs of its own experts,) and 
with the capable organization of trained 
men which the company fortunately pos- 
fSesses, it may reasonably rely on a continu- 
ance of large and growing business. 

The stockholders ratified in their meet- 
{ng the $15,000,000 debenture bond issue 
decided upon by the Directors last week.

Sold to Each Company’s Stock- 
holders on Installment Plan. 


PREFERRED STOCK TO SHARE 


Directors of ‘the Two Lines Called in 
Meeting to Ratify Terms of 
the Agreement. 


Directors of the Southern Pacific and 
Union Pacific have been called to a meet- 
ing to-morrow to take final action on the 
plan which has been worked out for the 
separation of the two systems in compli- 
ance with the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court. It is expected that such 
details as have not yet been definitely de- 
cided upon by the special committees at 
work on the matter will be rounded out 
to-day or early on Thursday in time for 
submission to the Directors at their meet- 
ing. 


Besides providi ing for the 
of the $126,650,000 of Southern Pacifie 
stock which the Union Pacific is to sell 
| around par, the plan calls for the pay- 
ment of the purchase price of this stock 
iu installments. This will facil itate con- 
siderably the financing of this sale. 

One of the noints which still remained 
vneurre yesterday was the exact di- 

sion of the $126,650,000 Southern Pacific 
| wtaete as between the Union Pacific and 

Southern Pacific shareholders. Roughly, 
however, it was understood that in all 
probability the Southern Pacific share- 
holders would be allowed to subscribe to 
one share of Southern Pacific for eacn 
three shares which they now hold and 
that the Union Pacific stockholders would 
have the right to subscribe to one share 
of Southern Pacific for each four shares 
of Union Pacific now held. This would 
require in round numbers the allotment 
of about $48,000,000 of this Southern Pa- 
| cific stock for subscription by the South- 
ern Pacific shareholders and about $79, - 
000,000 for subscription by the holders of 
Union Pacific. These two make a totai 
of $127,000,000. The Union Pacific's rec- 
orded holdings amount to $126,650,000. 

These figures, take count of fhe pre- 
ferred as well as of the common stock or 
the Union Pacific. Both classes of stock, 
it is understood, will be allowed to sub- 
|scribe on equal terms. The holders of 
Union Pacifie convertible bonds will share 
in the subscription only in the event of 
their converting their bonds into stock 
before the date fixed for subscription. 

Out of the cash realized by the Union 
Pacific on the sale of its Southern Pacific 
the Union Pacific will pay approximately 
$100,000,000 to the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany for the Central Pacific. In addition 
to this cash, thé Union Pacific, if this 
detail of the present plan is not changed 
in the final stages of the negotiations, wili 
also turn over to the Southern Pacific 
between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000 in bonds. 
The Union Pacific, it is known, has 
$5,400,000 of Southern Pacific bonds in 
its treasury. 

No effort has been made to put into 
the plan as it is to be submitted to the 
Directors to-morrow detailed agreements 
regarding the leasing back to the South- 
ern Pacific of certain parts of the Central 
Pacifie which the Union Pacific does not 
intend to retain for its own use exclu- 
sively. These leases and other similar 
ee will be agreed to in the plan only 

a general way, it being provided that 
the terms of the leases shall«be left to 
future agreement. In the event of fail- 
ure of the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific to agree, the plan, it is reported, 
will provide that the terms be fixed by 
arbitration between the two roads. 

One of the parts of the Central Pacific 
which the Umon Pacific is certain not to 
retain is the section from Tehama, Cal., 
to the Oregon State line, which forms part 
of the Southern Pacific through line from 
San Francisco to Portland. This section 
of the Central Pacific may be leased 
to the Southern Pacific in perpetuity, 
with a provision that the Southern may 
buy it at a price to be agreed upon at 
the maturity of the existing Central Pa- 
cifie’s mortgages which cover that part 
line. This arrangement will leave 
the existing mortgages undisturbed, de- 
spite the change in the ownership of the 
Central Pacific. 

_Even after its acquisition by the Union 
Pacific the Central Pacific will be main- 
tained under a separate management. 
It will he headed by a President other 
than the President of the Union Pacific 
and will keep its headquarters in San 
Francisco. Thus the identity of the Cen- 
tpal Pacific will be retained, although 
stock control will rest with the Union 
Pacific. 

What use the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany will make of the great amount of 
cash which the carrying out of this 
plan will put into its Treasury has not 
been made known. It will, of course, pro- 
vide the company with all the money 
which it is likely to need for a long 
time to come, and will do this without 
adding to the company’s indebtedness. 
It has all along been regarded as possi- 
ble that, in connection with the sale of 
the Central Pacific, the Southern Pacific 
would retire its collateral trust bonds, 
which are secured by Central Pacific 
stock of which there are about $28,000,000 
outstanding. Since the present - plan 
began to take final form. these 
have risen from 921, to 97. They are sub- 
ject to call at par. The market, however, 
is without definite information regarding 
the company’s plans in respect to these 
bonds

‘WHEAT. 

News in the wheat market was more in favor 
ot holders and prices regained all of Monday’s 
loss, closing at a net advance of Y@G*e. The 
foreign advices were particularly bullish. The 
renewed hostilities between Turkey and the 
Balkan States had a pronounced influence on 
sentiment, and prices in the forelgn markets 
were generally higher. The foreign crop sum- 
mary indicated unfavorable crop conditions in 
Northwestern Europe, while from Ruasia com- 
plaints were received for an inadequate snow 
| Covering, and it is said that merchants in 
India claim that 106 per cent. of the wheat 
| Surplus is gone, and if the drought continues 
another ten days, 70 per cent. will be lost. 
The liberal world’s exports were offset by the 
g0od consiming demand abroad, but the Euro- 
pean visible supply showed an increase during 
the week of 1,396,000 bushels, compared with 
an increase last year of 1,500, 000 bushels. Ad- 
vices trom Canada Indicate@ a better foreign 
demand for Canadian wheat, and sales were 
reported of 32 loads. The weather over the 
West was much colder, and while the recent 
snowfall would doubtless protect the wheat in 
many localities, there were said to be large 
#reas where the covering was very slight, while 
Some were entirely bare. Receipts at primary 
points were somewhat smaller, and cash mar- 
kets Were steady, although the demand for 
cash wheat was not especially active. The 
firmness in corn exerted more or iess influence

FEARS SAVINGS BANK TRUST. 


Senator Brown Says Big Institution 
Would Refuse to Make Small Loans. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 4.-—-Senator Pol- 
lock’s bill permitting the merging of sav- 
ings banks was attacked in the Senate 
to-day by Senator Brown, the Republican 
| leader, who said that under its provis- 
ions a dangerous savings bank trust could 
be formed. Senator Pollock said the bill 
had the indorsement of the State Bank- 
ing Department and of the State Asso- 
ciation of Savings Banks. _ 

Senator Brown said that it was better 
to have several small savings banks than 
one large one. He said that a bank with 
many millions of d¢posits would refuse 
to make a loan for a smaller sum than 
$40,000, In small institutions it would be 
possible to get small loans. Mr. Brown 
said that the proposed legislation would 
put the first blot on the history of the 
State savings banks. 

Senator Pollock said that some of the 
banks were not keeping sufficient re- 
serves. The measure was advanced tuo 
the ordet of passage.

The board affirmed the Collector on 
trimmings of cotton and metal threads, 
taxed at 15 cents a pound and 60 per cent. 
ad valorem under Paragraph 179 of the 
present law as fabrics in chief value of 
metal thread. An official analysis dis- 
proved the contention of the importers 
that the goods were mostly cotton, duti- 
able under Paragraph 349. 

The Southern Pacific Company failed to 
get a reduction on cotton rugs, taxed un- 
der Paragraph 393 of the act of 1909 at 
50 per cent. The company asked 45 per 
cent. ad valorem on manufactures of cot- 
ton,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.-—Brazil sent to 
the United States 100,000,000 pounds more 
of coffee in 1912 than in the previous 
year. Colombia increased her exports 
here by 25,000,000 pounds, and Venezuela 
by 14,000,000 pounds, according to a re- 
port of the Bureau of Domestic and For- 
eign Commerce. The total exports from 
Brazil to this country last year were 
675,000,000 pounds, Colombia 81,000,000 
pounds, and Venezuela 38,000,000 pounds. 
Of India rubber there came here from 
Brazil last year 48,000,000 pounds, as com- 


{pared with 35,000,000 pounds the year be- 
fore.
